A " NO " NOTE 
We have all been rejected by the 
judges of an art show at some time in 
our lives. The following formal 
rejection letter used by the editors of 
a Chinese economics journal was 
quoted in the NYITMES Book 
Review calling it THE VELVET 

NO (while it applies to writers, it 

could just as easily strike a note with 
artists, especially as our juried season 
draws nigh.) 

" Wc have read your manuscript with 
boundless delight If we were 
to pubhsh your paper it would be 
impc^sible for us to publish any work 
of a lower standard. As it is 
unthinkable that, in the next thousand 
years, we shall see its equal, we are, to 
our regret, compelled to return your 
divine composition, and to beg you a 
thousand times to ovalook our short 
sight and timidity . " 


A PERMANENT COLLECTION 

The Goodman Presentation Case is a 
collection of miniature works consisting 
mostly of graphics with some water colors 
and oils. It was created by members of 
the 1938 LYME ART AvSSOCIATION 
and presented to Mr. and Mrs. William 
O. Goodman in appreciation of then- 
many years of support. (Our h a,C IC 
gallery, the Goodman Gallery, was 
dedicated to the memory of William 
Goodman.) The Case was last on view in 
the gallery during the 75th Anniversary 
Members’ Exhibition in August 1976. 

The LYME ART ASSOCIATION is the 
trustee for this beautiful series which is in 
the care of the Lyme Historical Society. 
Some of those included in the set were 
Foote, Taylor, Voorhees, Irvine, etc. 

We will be starting a new and similar 
project in the near future. After the guide 
lines have been determined, size etc., each 
artist will be asked to contribute a piece 
representing his/her unique expression. 
This will become the basis for a 
permanent collection. We regret that this 
was not started 50 or 60 years ago but we 
may have the good fortune to reedve 
donations of work created by 
artists-members of those past years.
